Ithaca, N.Y. — (Exchange) Threo 
college newspaper editors have 
penotratcd the Iron curtuin and 
urn currently travelling in Russia 
with unrestricted travel permits. 

Zander Hollander, former Fea- 
ture Editor of tlio Michigan Dully, 
.Mark Edmond, former editor of 
tho University of Colorado Daily 
and Daniel Berger, editor of the 
Oberlln College Review landed In 
Moscow last Monday. Previously 
sevon college editors had applied 
to the Russian Embassy In Wash- 
ington for visas. 

Ou Aug. 31, I. Saovchenki, 
chief Russian Consul, granted the 
seven permission to travel freely 
In the Soviet Union. But four of 
the group decided not to go. 

The three visitors to Russia, 
who reportedly received a frlonn- 
ly reception there, oxpect to peer 
as deeply Into Russian life as 
their hosts will allow. 

The three adventurous editors 
will finance their trip by writing 
newspaper and magazine account*? 
nf their experience.

Said he:- "During the last two 
months I have spent a lot of time 
reading Russlun technical journ- 
als. They have some extremely 
good theoretical and practical 
physicists there and thalr tundl- 
mcntnl knowledge Is as good as 
ours. 

RUSSIA CAPABLE 
"I have no knowledge of Rus- 
sian defence plans, but they cer- 
tainly have the men capable of 
working out defence equipment 
such as we have." 

The Fence will be used prim- 
arily to give early warning ap- 
cl proaching enemy aircraft. Dr. 

F. Cyril James, when asked why 
tlio device has been so named 
answered: — "Well, a fence Is 
something you put uj> to keep 
wandering cattle out, Isn't It?"

The forma] opening of the Rcdpath Library Extension 
by the Principal, Dr. Cyril James, on October 6th, will mark 
the beginning of the ceremonies which take place annually 
on Founder's Day. 

Founder's Day commemorates the birthday of James 
McGill who bequeathed' his Burnside estate and 10,000 
pounds to the Royal Institute for the Advancement of Learn- 
ing to found McGill University. This day is set aside every 
year for the Fall Convocation. 



With "virtually no opposition," 
according to tho Michigan Dally, 
iho national convention of Sigma 
j Alpha Mû fraternity meeting In 
j Miami, Fia., earlier this month 
eliminated from Its constitution 
a "bias clause" that restricted 
membership to Jewish students 
only. 

The vole on the convention 
floor was 12614. 

The constitution was amended 
to read tljat "any student" may 
Join the fraternity. Previously the 
constltuilon had stated that "any 
Jewish student" might enroll. 

Although tho official announce- 
ment of this action has not yet 
been released from tho frater- 
nity's national headquarters In 
New York City, Martin Abramson 
'iï-iô president of the Cornell 
chapter of Sigma Alpha Mil, Issu- 
ed the following statement: 

"The Cornell Chapter of Sigma 
Alpha Mu fraternity, after having 
spearheaded tho movement to re- 
move Its selective membership re- 
quirement during the past years, 
views the removal of this clause 
with much approval and satisfac- 
tion. 

"It Is our opinion thai this deci- 
sion by our national convention 
will prove to bo a benefit not only 
to Sigma Alpha Mu fraternity but 
also to the fraternity world lu ! 
general."

In last Friday's meeting, the SEC voted unanimously to split the Bookstore profits 
for Uic year 1052-53 (about $11,000) between the University and the general funds of 
the Students Society. Before going into effect, however, the motion must be approved 
by the Principal - as must all allocations of Bookstore profits, under the ruling of the 
Board of Governors.

University of Mnnllobn 

The big now library of thu 
University of Manitoba was open- 
ed for use during tho Hummer 
school session; It. will iccelve 
official recognition at special 
ceremonies this Saturday night. 

Although primarily a library 
for the campus, the biilldug also 
has addtonnl features of use to 
tlio university. An exhibition 
centre for art nnd similar disrinys 
takes up a largo part of the south 
end of the building. Adjoining It 
Is a miniature theatre, In which 
various films will bo shown. 
There is nlso a lounge wboro 
students may come to read or 
talk. Tlio basement of the build- 
ing Is being utilized for tiie stor- 
age of stave props and other 
university i roperty. 

To speed up the obtaining of 
special books two main divisions 
hnvo been made In tho library 
section: one division will handle 
regulation books, while tho other 
will bo concerned with reference 
books. Four librarians will bo in 
chnrgo of tlio reference section. 

Honors students and other;; 
working on research projects will 
have the added convenionco of 
tlio hundred-odd cubicles arrang- 
ed around the walls. Those In the 
faculty doing research have bcou 
provided with sixteen larger cub- 
icles In a separate room. 

Two kitchens are also a part of 
the structure; ono Is for the use 
of the staff, tho other is for the 
servlntr of lunches during recept- 
ions and similar occasions. 

An increased staff hn.«. been 
hired to handle the lfiO.000 vol- 
umes Bprcad over three floors on 
more than flvo miles 01 steel 
shelves. 



University of Toronto 
■ The former School of Pharmacy 
lias officially become the Univer- 
sity Faculty of Pharmacy at the 
University of Toronto. The Uni- 
versity now takes over the leach- 
ing nf pharmacy, but the Ontario 
College of Pharmacy still exists 
as the licensing body for the 
pharmacists In tho province. 

Having the full support of the 
Dean of Pharmacy, K.N', hughes, 
the establishment of the new 
Faculty In the' University lias 
boon called "a definite milestone 
In the advancement of pharmacy 
In Ontario." 

The construction of tho "Pill 
Palace" Is the culmination of 
many years of negotiations bo- 
tweon the College of Phurmacy 
and tho University. 

Sir (icorgo William*. 
. Of Interest In Montreal is the 
now College Building which will 
bo erected by Sir George Williams 
College. It Is expected that every- 
thing will be ready to start build- 
ing In tho spring of 1954, pos- 
sibly on May 1st, nnd will be 
ready for occupancy during the 
early part of 1950. This means 
that in nil probability the Fresh- 
man class of 1953-51 will gradu- 
ate from tho new building 

The structure has been design- 
ed to accommodate 6000 evening 
students. It will have larger and 
well-equipped classrooms and ex- 
ecutive offices. 

Tho building will o c c u p y 
ground from Drummond St. to 
Stanley St. Just below tho V.M.- 
C.A. Building wiierc the College 
Is now situated.. 

The College part of th.. fund- 
raising campaign. Involving stu- 
dents, faculty nnd alumni went 
grently over the original ,'oal of 
522.000. and Is still climbing 
gradually.

1. Ono half of the said profit* 
lo McGill University to bo used 
as the administration sees fit In 
helping to solve, even in a small 
way, the financial problems sust 
nined through the loss of Federal 
Aid. 

2. One half lo the Students' 
Society of McGill University !<• 
help offset the above mentioned 
unexpected Increased cods for 
tho present session."

NFCUS to 
Meet in 17th 
Conference 

NFCUS. the National Federa- 
tion nf Canadian University Stu- 
dents, will hold Its seventeenth 
nnnual conference at McGill from 
October 12 to 16. 

The first NFCUS conference was 
held 27 years ago. In 1326, and 
nlso met at McGill. In general, 
the purposes of the organization 
formed tlwm. were to promote 
Inter-unlverslty activities such ar 
debating and sports and to work 
for student welfare. • 

As early as 1927 NFCUS had 
concrete success In the latter 
field when A. C. Spalding and 
Bros, agreed to grant a reduction 
on all Canadian sports goods 
handled by their firm and a 
smaller reduction nlso on non- 
Canadian equipment. In 1928 It 
was discovered through NFCUS 
that university newspapers could 
obtain telegraph press rates on 
all news stories. 

The Canadian Passengers' As- 
sociation and various railways 
adopted a special fare for stu- 
dents to be effective during the 
Christmas holidays due to the 
Federation's effort*. This reduc- 
ed fare was begun lu 1932 nnd 
has continued to this day. 

Intercollegiate debating and 
drama have also been promoted 
by NFCUS since Its inception. 
Both national and International 
debating exchanges have been 
among the organization's projects. 
CUDA, the Canadian University 
Debating Leagues, is a NFCUS 
sponsored group, as is the Cana- 
dian University Press (CUP). 

Another major Federation pro- 
ject lias been the Interregional 
Scholarships. Through this sys- 
tem a student may transfer from 
his own college to a university 
in another region for ono year 
during his second or third year 
in college. NFCUS pays his trav- 
elling expenses and obtains fee 
reductions for him at tlio univers- 
ity. 

Of recent years the organiza- 
tion lias participated in interna- 
tional student groups, sending 
observers or delegates to many 
conferences where student prob- 
lems are discussed and solutions 
proposed.

Then, In 1941, an International 
Students' Council was formed In 
London by tho representatives of 
students of countries of tho anti- 
fascist coalition. This council 
formed nn International Prepara- 
tory Commlttco In November, 
1945, represented by student or- 
ganizations of Britain, USSR, 
USA, France, Chlnn, and other 
countries. The commlttco was gi- 
ven the task of drawing up a 
draft constitution for a new In- 
ternational union. 

At the First World Student 
Congress, held In Prague, 194C. 
the constitution wns ratified and 
the International Union of Stud- 
ents came Into being. , 
' IUS AIMS 
The alms of the IUS are sum- 
marised In these words in the 
preamble to tho constitution: 
"We. the students of the world . . . 
affirm our will to build again a 
better world desirous of liberty, 
peace, and progress . . ." "The In- 
ternational Union of Students con- 
siders tho unity of all democratic 
forces, which work for progress 
and base their activities upon tho 
principles of the United Nations, 
to be an indispensable condition 
for tho realisation of a Just ond 
lasting pence, and the equality of 
all peoples. 

"Tho purpose of (he IUS, which 
Is founded upon the represent- 
ative student organisations of dif- 
ferent countries, shall be to de- 
fend the rights and Interests of 
students, to promote Improvement 
In their welfaro and standard of 
education, and to prepare them 
for their tasks as democratic citi- 
zens." 

MAIN TASKS 
Among the main tasks of the 
IUS are the securing of the right 
and possibility of primary, se- 
condary, and higher education re- 
gardless of sex, economic circum- 
stances, social standing, political 
conviction, religion, colour or 
race; giving active support to all 
governments and social organiza- 
tions which strive for peaco and 
security; promoting friendship 
between tho students of all the 
world, and the cooperation of 
students In International affairs; 
bringing before international or- 
ganizations the problems of stud- 
ents; publicizing In all spheres 
the most urgent needs of stud- 
ents; assisting the students oj 
colonial, scml-colonlal and depen- 
dent countries to attain their full 
social, economic, and cducationnl 
development, and to this end, to 
render to tho students and peo- 
ples of these countries nil possible 
assistance In their struggle for 
freedom and Independence; and 
finally to urgo that advances In 
science and culture be published 
and employed In the service of 
humanity and world peace. 
METHODS 
The constitution of IUS also 
lists the methods by which these | 
are to be attained. Among

them nre: tho organization or 
general and special international 
student meetings; tho reception 
and dissemination throughout the 
world of information concerning 
students and their problems; the 
organization of International tra- 
vel and exchange; tho organiza- 
tion of International sport activ- 
ities; tho organization of relief 
work and the maintenance of liai- 
son with other relief bodies, and 
finally, tho maintenance of the 
closest posslblo relations with the 
United Nations Organization and 
other international organizations 
HOW IT WORKS 
The IUS Is divided into two 
governing bodies, and all member 
organizations have tho right to 
participate In them. Tho Congress 
Is tho highest governing body, and 
meets every threo years. It fixes 
tho policy and program of the 
IUS, and approves the activities of 
lower governing bodies. It has the 
power to amend tho constitution. 

Tho Council Is the highest gov- 
erning body between .Congresses 
and Is responsible to Congress, 
which fixes Its scalo of represen- 
tation. Tho Council, which must 
meet once a year, elects the Exc 
cutlvo Committee and Finance 
Committee and approves their 
work.

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McGill Summer Schools Offer 
Three Courses On Two Campi 

By DON ALLEN 

It may be "back to school" for most McGill students these days, but in three fields 
of academic and professional study the main thought is that a term of lectures and 
classes has recently eneded. Close to 400 attended McGill summer schools on the Uni- 
versity's two campuses and elsewhere between June and August this year. 

Classes beneath the trees, a month without English, and field trips in twu coun- 
tries were highlights of the summer sessions, where a traditional informal atmosphere 
lends to close teacher-student relations and approaches to instruction and learning at con- 
siderable variance with most University procedure, students who attend the special ses- 



sions quickly note. 

McGill offers summer schools 
In teaching, geography and 
• French. 

Two hundred Quebec teachers, 
recent graduates of the Mucdouald 
College School for Teachers, this 
■umnier returned to Collego class- 
rooms to complete requirements 
for professional diplomas. A se- 
cond largo group of students — 
117 — enroled at McGlll's unique 
Trench Summer School, Douglas 
Hall. Sixty Canadians and Amer- 
icans, including 20 U.S. army 
officers, attended the University's 
«eventh Geography Summer 
School, held this session at Staii- 
Btead College, Stanstc.nl, Que. 

A second French summer kcIiooI 
— intended for French opeclnllsts 
and regulnr Icnchers of the sub- 
ject — was held nt Miietloniilil 
College under the Jurisdiction of 
the School for Teachers: Mross 
• was placed on tho spoken word 
although fonnnl classes wcr»' 
offered in French Crammer mid 
French Canadian life. French con 
Tcrsntlonnl ability whs developed 
through regular meetings or five 
or six students with an Instructor 
with conversation on « prepared 
subject. Such meetings were nor- 
mally arranged beneath the trees 
Of McGlll's spaclons Ste. Anne do 
Belleruo campus. 

Other teachers headed back to 
school this summer to tho regular 
Macdonald College School for 
Teachers summer school, atten- 
dance at which is required for one 
summer session for graduates of 
the School's Elementary and In- 
termediate Teaching Diploma win- 
ter courses who wish to fulfill 
requirements for a Department of 
Protestant Education permanent 
teaching diploma. The four-week 
course Is under the direction of 
Professor David C. Munroe. and 
classes are offered in child psy- 
chology, the psychology of learn- 
ing, and methods of instruction 
in various subjects. 

•Tel on parle Français" Is the 
standing rule at McGlll's French 
Summer School, where students 
from all parts of the United States 
and Canada t*;ree on registration 
to speak only French during clas- 
ses, at meals, and during re- 
creation periods throughout the 
four-week session. Only French- 
language newspapers are permitt- 
ed In the Douglas Hall residence, 
tho School's summer headquart- 
ers, and all lectures are delivered 
In French. Informal conversat- 
ional classes are held on the 
campus. The School lins a staff 



of ten, headed by Professor Jean 
Launay, Chairman of McGlll's 
Romance Languages Department. 
I'rof. Launay observes that Ktud- 
ends who lake the courso arc 
"high Bchool or college students 
who need French for their course 
of studies, except to use It In 
later life, or simply want to speak 
It", elementary and advanced 
instruction Is offered. 

Located within n mile or the 
Putted Stntcs border, McGlll's 
Geography Summer School boasts 
n markedly international tradi- 
tion: tho School's Instructors nro 
noted geographers of Canada, the 
United States nnd Great Hrltnln. 
Clnsses nre held nt Stansteail 
College, a ro-educatloiml resid- 
ential institution, otherwise un- 
affiliated with McGill. 



Teachers and military officers 
accounted for a large proportion 
of tho School's 1353 enrolment 
Graduate and undergraduate level 
courses were offered In the gco 
graphy of tho Arctic, Canada, En 
gland. Asia and tho Soviet Union 
as well as In historical and polit- 
ical geography. Field trips Incl- 
uded visits to locations and in- 
dustries In the EeaBtern Town- 
ship nnd several New England 
states. 

Director of the School was Dr. 
Dogdan Zaborskl, Associate Pro- 
fessor of Geography at McGill and 
former Director of the Institute of 
Human Geography, University of 
Warsaw.

WUS Secretary Here 
Will Speak At Union 



Mr. Douglas Altken, the per- 
manent secretary of the Interna- 
tional organization of World Uni- 
versity Service, arrived here last 
night. He will speak to McGill 
fctudents on Friday nt 1 jnu In 
the Union. 

In this capacity, hn Is respons- 
ible for co-relating the activities 
of the WUS organizations in T.2 
countries. As part of his job. he 
made nn extensive tour of 20 
countries In Southeast Asia and 
In the Middle East In the first 
three months of this year. 
ASIAN COMiKGES 

Commenting on the universi- 
ties he had seen In these coun- 
tries, he noted that In live former 
British Colonies, the old Bystem 
of university teaching established 
by the British was still In effect, 
though a revolution has been tak- 
ing place slnco Independence. In 
these countries, English Is still 



the language used. 

In Indonesia, however, where 
virtually no universities existed 
previously, a whole new system Is 
being built up from tho ground 
up. Textbooks are slowly being 
translnted from other languages 
into Indonesian. 

Although the ne»d Is greatest 
Tor technicians, engineers und 
such men, Mr. Altken said that 
the vast majority of students 
were In Fine Arts. This he attrib- 
uted to the lack of squipment 
nnd other training materials. The 
governments of theso countries, 
ho explained, while Invariably 
giving some direct financial sup- 
port to the universities, lwd too 
many other things which required 
their attention and their money. 

Mr. Altken will be In Montreal 
for two days, nnd will speak to 
students of both McGill and tho 
University of Montreal.
